FRENCH FRONT 


TRENCH RAIDS 


ARE FREQUENT 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


French 
Grand Headquarters in 


France, Feb. 25.—Trench raids alons 
the French front have Increased in 
intensity during the past month to 
such an extent that they have be- 
come, in some instances-, battles in 
which thousands of men have been 
engaged and hundreds of prisoners 
taken. The artillery is throwing un- 
heard of quantities of shells. 


Some times a raid is undertaken in 


order to identify enemy units and at 
other times to improve the lines or, 
capture observation points. Again a 
raid may be made to destroy the 
enemy's works and prevent him from 
attacking. This was the case in Sat- 
urday's raid 
at Alspach, 
Alsace, 


where the Germans-were in strongly 
fortified lines which they had held 
since December, 1914. ,The enemy 
positions were bombarded beyond 
recognition and placed in such posi- 
tion to hinder German operations. 


The correspondent watched the 


showers of metal tearing away the 
wire entanglements, flattening the 
gun emplacements, and setting fire 
td the enemy ammunition dumps. 


The operation was a complete sur- 


prise to the Germans, most of them 
retiring 
to rear 
positions 
while 


French infantry completed the work 
of the gunners. Only a few prisoners 
were taken, but most valuable infor- 
mation regarding the enemy's dispo- 
sition of troops was obtained before 
the French returned to their own 
lines.

Argonne, and 
northwest

Rheims have demonstrated the na- 
tur^ of the German defense system. 
Nearly everywhere the enemy front" 
lines are held lightly and the main 
bodies of troops are kept so far in 
the rear that occasionally the French 
have reached the third, and even the 
fourth line, with slight resistance. 
This is the reason for the generally 
small number of prisoners, but in 
Xiorraine the Germans were caught 
napping last week and the haul of 
captured was large, being more than 
400

It was (assumed- that, whatever 


happened, the Russians had at least 
enough sense to pursue their own 
best interests, and that as those in- 
terests coincided in the main with 
the war aims of the allies, the situa- 
tion would wirk itself out. But, as it 
turned out, the Russians had no gen- 
eral sense of their own best interests, 
and so the Bolsheviki proved to be 
the best tools that German militar- 
ism could have found for the crucifix- 
ion of a nation. 


Whatever the mistakes of allied 


diplomacy, it is possible that the Rus- 
sian revolution could have had no 
result until the Russian people learn- 
ed through bitter experience that 
liberty implies duties and obligations 
as well as rights and privileges, and 
that popular government, as Blihu 
Root once said, is organfzed self-con- 
trol. If the Russian people, in the 
light of their recent experience, are 
beginning to understand that they 
have been betrayed by the Bolshe- 
viki as shamelessly as they were be- 
trayed by their autocrats, they have 
mastered the first lesson of political 
freedom. 


THE FOOD CRISIS. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


Administrator Hoover's statement 


relative to present food conditions in 
this country is a frank exposition of 
facts with which the public is in 
some part familiar. It is a call upon 
the people of America to do every- 
thing within their power to relieve 
a situation already serious and like- 
ly to become more serious during 
the next two months. 


Mr. Hoover emphasizes the influ- 


ence which inadequate transportation 
facilities have had upon the situa- 
tion, and calls attention to the cer- 
tainty that the coming sixty davs 
will be the'critical period in our food 
history. It will take the best efforts 
of everyone to get America and its 
allies safely past the crisis. 
With 


reasonable 
co-operation, 
however, 


there is no cause for serious con- 
cern. 


"The situation," says the food ad- 


ministrator, "calls for every co-op- 
eration of the public—through the 
quick loading of cars, loading them 
to capacity and discharging 
them 


quickly—and in every wav reducing 
the tax on the railways." 
Again, 


he declares that "co-operation can 
be given by the consumption of home 
and local stores to the exclusion so 
far as may be transnortcd articles." 


The conditions, of course, are of 


no one's making. They are a result 
of many different influences, part of 
which might have been controlled 
and part of which may be said to 
have just "happened." The imme- 
diate problem now is to extricate 
ourselves and our allies from diffi- 
culties which confront us: and. in- 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


In their advance into Russia the 


Germans are announcing the capture 
of guns, motorcars, trains, airplanes 
and "an incalculable amount of war 
material" exactly as if these had been 
taken from a defeated foe, instead of 
from a country which is making ab- 
solutely no resistance and whose rul- 
ers have already signed a peace 
agreement. 
Pretty soon the kaiser 


will be issuing proclamations to his 
people announcing \\onderful new 
victories by the overwhelming might 
of German arms, and the joy bells 
will be ringing throughout the land. 
Next it will be in order to levy trib- 
utes on the conquered territory, as 
was dine in Belgium, and to make it 
pay all the expenses of the advance 
and occupation. Probably an indem- 
nity will be demanded in addition. 


To the impartial observer there is 


something disgusting in this exhibi- 
tion of German rapacity. 
Much as 


the Bolsheviki have forfeited sympa- 
thy through their general stupidity 
and intolerance, they still occupy a 
higher plane than the Teutonic in- 
vaders. 
They have made the peace 


that Germany demanded, but no 
flimsy pretexts the kaiser sends his 
troops 
forward to seize all 
the 


plunder possible, 
especially 
food. 


The spectacle is a new one to the 
modern world, accustomed though it 
is to many foims of German brutali- 
ty and cupidity. Germany may gain 
some material advantages, but it is 
sinking deeper than ever into the 
slough of national immorality. 
Its 


pretensions of victories and great 
captures will blind no one to the fact 
that it is deliberately striking a foe 
who lies prostrate and who has al- 
ready made his surrender.

the board. 


The case of Brig. Gen. -Speaks is

In urging upon officials here the 


importance of subjecting all com- 
manding officers to the most rigor- 
ous tests the English and French, au- 
thorities said frankly there has been 
an appalling loss of men iu the early

ands of men was traced directly to 
the fact that they had over them as 
commanding officers men not capa- 
ble of bearing up under the terrific 
strain of actual service in the field.
